for  the  year  1971 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Council. 

Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  for  the  year 

1971. 

The  population  has  risen  from  45,330  in  1970  to  48 , 1 70  in  1971* 

The  hirth  rate  has  fallen  from  18.1  to  17«1  Live  "births  per 
thousand  population.  Most  of  these  infants  were  horn  in  maternity 
wards.  There  were  36  illegitimate  "births  (one  of  whom  died).  This 
represents  4*3^  of  all  live  "births.  The  figure  for  England  and  Wales 
is 

The  corrected  death  rate  for  1971  is  11.6  per  1,000  population. 
This  was  a decrease  from  last  yearfs  figure  of  12.5.  219  of  the  476 
deaths  occurred  over  the  age  of  75 » Three  infants  under  four  weeks 
died  following  difficult  labour.  Deaths  from  coronary  disease  and 
lung  cancer  showed  a marked  increase.  Deaths  from  cerebro-vascular 
disease  were  predominately  of  the  older  age  groups,  more  women  than 
men. 


Infant  mortality  rate  - that  is,  deaths  occurring  under  one 
year  was  13  per  1,000  live  "births.  This  is  a definite  fall  from  19 
per  1,000  live  "births  in  1970.  The  figure  for  England  and  Wales  is  18 
per  1,000  live  "births. 

The  maternal  mortality  was  nil. 

60  notifications  of  infectious  disease  were  received.  The  big 
reduction  in  the  total  is  due  to  the  fall  in  the  incidence  of  measles 
since  the  introduction  of  vaccina, tion  against  the  disease.  Fortunately 
there  was  no  outbreak  of  bacillary  dysentery.  German  Measles  is  not  a 
notifiable  disease  but  is  an  important  one  in  that  if  a woman  develops 
the  disease  during  the  first  three  months  of  pregnancy  there  is  a 
danger  of  the  infant  being  bora  with  a congenital  defect  such  as 
blindness  or  deafness.  Imraunis action  against  german  measles  is  now- 
offered  to  girls  from  11  years  upwards.  The  best  procedure  for 
immunising  certain  older  women  who  may  come  into  contact  with  german 
measles  is  being  worked  out. 

There  were  no  large  outbreaks  of  food  poisoning.  No  salmonella 
organisms  were  identified  in  the  5 notified  cases.  However,  two 
children  had.  been  persistently  carrying  salmonella  organisms  which 
had  been  acquired  in  an  adjoining  area  in  autumn  1970.  Eventually 
they  were  cleared  during  1 971 • 

During  1971  a family  doctor  drew  attention  to  the  fact  that  a 
family  in  an  agricultural  cotta-ge  with  a.  well  water  supply  was  subject 
to  attacks  of  gastro-intestinal  complaints.  Though  no  pathogenic 
bacteria  were  isolated,  the  department  was  instrumental  in  getting  a. 
piped  water  supply  installed. 
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Routine  vaccination  of  infants  against  smallpox  was  discontinued 
in  1971 . However,  certain  "special  risk"  categories  are  still  advised 
to  be  vaccinated  e.g.  ambulance  and  health  staff  who  may  come  in 
contact  with  cases  entering  this  country  and  also  travellers  to  areas 
overseas  where  smallpox  is  endemic. 

Much  time  was  spent  during  the  autumn  of  1971  in  keeping  under 
surveillance  a number  of  holidaymakers  who  had  returned  from  a cholera 
infected  area.  The  holiday  season  usually  involves  the  department  in 
investigations  into  situations  where  travellers  from  Spain  and  the 
Mediterranean  have  returned  with  suspicious  illnesses  and  it  is 
necessary  to  eliminate  the  possibility  of  enteric  fever.  Fortunately, 
in  1971  such  investigations  did  not  reveal  any  imported  typhoid  into 
the  district. 

Influenza  did  not  reach  the  proportions  anticipated  in  1971*  In 
the  autumn  of  1970  there  was  a.  request  for  the  vaccination  of  the 
employees  of  the  Council.  The  advice  given  was  that  in  the  present 
state  of  knowledge  Influenza,  vaccination  is  best  undertaken  on  an 
individual  basis  by  someone  who  is  familiar  with  the  full  medical 
history  of  the  patient  i.e.  the  family  doctor. 

There  v/ere  18  notifica.tions  of  infectious  hepatitis  (jaundice). 
When  these  notifications  are  followed  up  advice  regarding  food 
hygiene  is  given  in  much  the  same  wa.y  as  in  the  follow-up  of  dysentery. 
Similar  measures  are  taken  in  regard  to  food  handlers  Involved. 

Blood  donors  living  in  the  same  household  are  advised  to  inform  the 
Blood  Transfusion  Service. 

Immunisation  against  diphtheria,  whooping  cough,  poliomyelitis 
and  tetanus  is  carried  out  by  family  doctors.  Those  family  doctors 
who  wish  it  have  their  appointments  arranged  by  the  County  Health 
Department. 

There  were  four  fresh  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  in  1 97*1  • 

The  visit  to  the  area  of  the  Mass  Radiography  Unit  was  not  followed 
by  any  significant  increase  in  the  number  of  cases,  BCG  vaccina.tion 
was  carried  out  during  the  year  at  the  High  Schools  and  Upper  Schools, 
where  it  is  the  policy  to  offer  it  from  11  years  of  age  upwards.  The 
response  was  very  good. 

In  April  1971  the  Leicestershire  County  Council  inaugurated  the 
new  Social  Services  Department  which  administers  the  following

In  connection  with  the  physically  handicapped,  reports  were  made 
to  the  Urban  District  Council  on  the  Physically  Handicapped  and 
Disabled  Persons  Act  and  much  consideration  waa  given  to  adaptations 
of  existing  public  buildings  and  conveniences.  This  has  entailed  a 
considerable  amount  of  work  for  the  Surveyor’s  Department  but,  in  view 
of  the  fact  that  there  is  no  statutory  enforcement  of  adaptations  to 
privately  owned  buildings  it  was  felt  that  the  Council  could  take  the 
lead  as  far  as  its  own  buildings  were  concerned. 
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The  County  Health  Department  continues  to  be  responsible  for 
the  following: 

Ambulance  Facilities 

Home  Nursing  Services 

Maternity  and  Child  Welfare 

School  Health  Services 

Records  of  vaccination  and  immunisation  are  held  by  the  County 
Health  Department  but  it  is  no  longer  possible  to  break  these  figures 
down  into  individual  County  District  Areas. 

A family  planning  clinic  is  held  at  the  Lawns  Health  Clinic. 

The  report  on  environmental  hygiene  is  prepared  by  Mr.  L.F.  Whitmore, 
Chief  Public  Health  Inspector.  The  report  speaks  for  itself  and  I am 
very  much  indebted  to  him  and  to  the  Public  Health  staff  for  their 
continued  help  and  co-opera.tion  throughout  the  year. 

Finally,  I express  my  gratitude  to  the  members  of  the  Council 
for  their  interest  and  support.

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Hospital  Facilities 


These  are  the  responsibility  of  the  Sheffield  Regional 
Hospital  Board. 

In  addition  to  the  Hinckley  and  District  and  Sunny  side 
Hospitals  there  are  general  hospitals  at  Leicester,  Many 
patients  attend  Hospitals  in  Nuneaton  which  is  in  the 
Birmingham  Regional  Hospital  Area,  Cases  of  infectious 
disease  are  admitted  to  the  Isolation  Hospital  at  Leicester, 
Some  go  to  ¥/hitley  Isolation  Hospital,  Coventry. 

There  are  chronic  sick  beds  at  Market  Bosworth  (Bosworth 
Park  Infirmary  and  Westhaven) , Hinckley  ( Sunnyside  Hospital) 
and  other  hospitals  in  the  County  such  as  Markfield  Hospital 
which  also  admits  general  medical  and  surgical  cases. 

There  is  no  maternity  hospital  accommodation  in  Hinckley. 
Certain  maternity  beds  in  the  new  unit  at  Nuneaton  are 
specifically  for  Leicestershire  patients.  These  beds  are  in 
two  categories,  (a)  Consultant  and  (b)  General  Practitioner. 

4.  Other  Facilities 


Arrangements  for  other  services  operating  in  the  District 
are  made  by  the  County  Council  direct , through  the  Health  and 
Welfare  Department:

The  policy  of  "attachment”  of  district  nurses,  midvives  and 
health  visitors  to  general  medical  practitioners  is  now  well 
established.  Instead  of  working  to  a geographical  area  these 
officers  work  as  part  of  a general  practice  team  of  which  the 
family  doctors  are  in  charge.

Mr.  Chairman.  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I present  to  you  my  report  on  the  work  cf  the  Health  Department 

for  1971 . 

Due  to  increasing  pressures  of  work  combined  with  shortage  of 
qualified  staff,  this  report  is  later  than  usual. 

Advertisements  for  a Public  Health  Inspector  to  relieve  some  of 
the  pressure  proved  unproductive.  Though  the  salary  offered  wa.s 
adequate  I feel  the  shadow  of  Local  Government  Reorganisation  is 
the  main  cause  of  the  lack  of  response.  Perhaps  now  the  picture  is 
becoming  clearer  the  situation  may  ease  in  the  future. 

Conditions  were  made  even  more  difficult  in  the  early  part  of 
the  year  by  the  increased  demands  of  meat  inspection  at  a wholesale 
slaughterhouse  at  Harwell.  In  a district  where  the  high  quality  of 
meat  has  always  been  taken  for  granted,  the  quality  of  meat  being 
presented  for  inspection  at  this  slaughterhouse  caused  much  concerns 
Fortunately  however  the  slaughterhouse  was  closed  in  July  and  the 
position  was  maternally  eased. 

Many  enquiries  are  still  male  regarding  Improvement  Grants  and 
most  of  these  have  to  be  followed  up  with  visits  to  the  houses 
concerned,  often  lengthy  explanations  to  the  enquirers  on  the  grant 
scheme  and,  where  necessary,  the  preparation  of  schedules  of  works 
required  to  make  the  houses  suitable  for  Discretionary  Grant 
procedure. 

It  was  hoped  that  by  the  end  of  the  year  there  would  be  a 
declaration  of  the  Council’s  first  General  Improvement  Area  in  the 
priva.te  sector,  but  the  work  of  planning  the  area  with  the  co-operation 
of  Mr,  BeA,  Pell,  Engineer  & Surveyor,  was  delayed  due  to  the  pressures 
of  work. 

I would  like  to  thank  you  Mro  Chairman,  and  all  Councillors  for 
the  ready  support  given  throughout  the  year  and  also  all  Chief  Officers 
and  their  staffs  for  their  ready  advice  and  assistance  always  so 
freely  given.  My  thanks  are  due  to  the  staff  of  the  Health  Department 
for  their  work  during  the  year  and  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for 
his  continued  cooperation  and  advice.

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SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 


1.  WATER  SUPPLY 

The  supply  was  satisfactory  in  quantity  and  bacteriological 
quality.  Complaints  of  discoloration  of  the  supply  have  been 
received  and  the  Engineer  and  Manager  of  the  Leicester  Water 
Department  has  stated  that  design  work  is  in  progress  of  plant 
for  the  removal  of  excess  iron  end  also  for  softening  at  the 
Snarestone  works.  This  plant  will  not  be  in  commission  until 
early  1973. 

Examination  of  Drinking  Water  Supplies 

(a)  Town  Wa.ter 

52  samples  of  town  water  were  taken  from  various  ports  of 
the  distribution  system  and  submitted  for  bacteriological 
examination  and  estimation  of  free  chlorine  content.  All  but 
one  were  satisfactory. 

(b)  Well  Water 

39  samples  of  well  water  were  submitted  for  bacteriological 
examination,  these  were  mainly  from  a cafe  which  is  out  of  reach 
of  the  water  main.  The  supply  is  chlorinated.  On  three  occasions 
the  bacteriological  report  was  not  satisfactory  but  following 
adjustment  of  the  chlorination  plant,  subsequent  reports  were 
satisfactory. 

Water  Supply  to  the  Dwelling  Houses  in  the  District 

Of  the  48,170  persons  living  in  the  16,985  houses  in  the 
district,  48,009  persons  in  16,925  houses  have  an  internal 
piped  supply.  10  persons  in  5 houses  have  an  external  piped 
supply  and  151  persons  in  55  houses  out  of  reach  of  water  mains 
are  dependent  on  well  supplies. 

2.  SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 

It  is  hoped,  when  plans  for  a proposed  new  school  in  Stoke  Rd. 
are  finalised,  that  it  will  be  possible  to  drain  the  unsewered 
houses  in  Stoke  Road  to  the  Council* s sewer. 

The  redesigned  Earl  Shilton  works  were  in  commission  at  the 
end  of  the  year.  Work  had  also  been  commenced  on  the  improvement 
of  the  Hinckley  Sewage  Works. 

3.  CESSPOOLS 

There  are  109  septic  tanks  and  cesspools  in  the  district 
serving  128  premises.  These  are  mainly  at  isolated  properties 
out  of  reach  of  sewers.  4 cesspools  were  discontinued  by  the 
end  of  the  year. 

4.  SANITARY  ACCOMMODATION 


There  are  18,865  water  closets  and  40  pail  closets  in  the 
district. 
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5.  PUBLIC  CLEANSING 


This  service  is  under  the  control  of  the  Engineer  and 
Surveyor.  House  refuse  is  disposed  of  by  controlled  tipping 
on  land  at  the  rear  of  Wykin  Estate.  Trade  refuse  is  disposed 
of  on  land  in  Stapleton  Lane,  Barvvell.  Much  of  the  material 
formerly  burned  at  Barwell  is  now  buried  at  the  controlled  tip, 
burning  at  Barwell  being  now  confined  to  old  furniture,  wood, 
etc.  and  the  times  for  burning  being  severely  limited.

In  addition  to  the  samples  submitted  to  the  Public  Analyst 
119  samples  of  milk  and  4 of  spirits  were  examined  in  the  office 
laboratory.  Such  sampling  enables  an  informal  check  to  be  kept  on 
the  quality  of  milk  consumed  in  the  district. 

The  Public  Analyst  reported  adversely  on  10  samples,  5 of  which 
were  submitted  following  food  complaints.  Of  the  other  samples  two 
had  descriptions  which  the  Public  Analyst  felt  were  misleading  and 
the  points  raised  were  satisfactorily  dealt  with  after  communication 
with  the  manufacturers,  one  sample  of  sausage  meat  was  marginally 
deficient  in  meat  content.  One  sample  of  sausage  was  also  marginally 
deficient  in  meat  content  and  contained  undeclared  preservative  but 
it  proved  impossible  to  obtain  a formal  repeat  sample,  and  a slight 
iron  deficiency  was  found  in  a sample  of  self  raising  flour. 

33.  FOOD  COMPLAINTS 


11  food  complaints  were  received  during  the  year. 

Prosecutions  were  undertaken  in  the  case  of  one  bottle  of  milk 
containing  coal  particles  and  in  the  case  of  two  mouldy  meat  and 
potato  pies.  Fines  of  £23  and  £10  were  imposed  respectively  together 
with  costs  in  each  case.

NOISE  ABATEMENT  ACT 

21  recorded  complaints  were  made  concerning  alleged  noise 
nuisances.  All  compla.ints  were  investigated,  many  of  them 
necessitating  evening  visits.  A total  of  85  visits  were  made  to 
investigate  such  complaints  os  noisy  machinery,  animals,  loud 
music  particularly  from  clubs,  outworkers  etc.  Although  in  most 
cases  nuisance  cannot  be  substantiated  attempts  are  always  made 
to  reduce  the  annoyance  so  often  caused  by  thoughtless  actions. 

The  public  are  becoming  increasingly  aware  of  increasing  noise 
and  it  can  only  be  hoped  that  our  limited  powers  under  the  present 
noise  abatement  legislation  will  soon  be  strengthened. 

MISCELLANEOUS  DUTIES 

( a)  Heating  Appliances  (Fireguards)  Act,  1952 

42  premises  were  visited  for  the  checking  of  appliances. 

158  appliances  were  examined  and  found  to  be  satisfactory. 

(b)  Animal  Boarding  Establishments  Act,  19^3 

8 visits  were  made  to  6 registered  premises.  Conditions  were 
generally  satisfactory.

One  change  only  occurred  in  staffing.  A third  Technical. 
Assistant  was  employed  during  the  year.  One  Technical  Assistant 
qualified  after  training,  as  an  authorised  Meat  Inspector.  This 
was  a creditable  feat,  the  qualification  being  obtained  without 
previous  experience  in  just  over  one  year.  Suitable  qualified 
staff  are  still  proving  difficult  to  obtain  and  it  is  subsequently 
becoming  very  difficult  to  deal  with  routine  inspections.
